Fish Story. 


NEW YOBK, Aug. 20, 1887. 


To the Editor of THE SENTINEL: 


Having a few moments to spare before 
dinner I thought I would write to 
let jou know that we are still in the 
land of the living. 
We arrived in New 
York on time Thursday evening and re- 
mained here until Friday at 5 p. m., 
when we took the boat for New London, 
where we arrived next morning at 5 
o'clock. 
Remaining thereuntil 9 a. m., 
we took another boat for Block Island, 
and arrived at 1 p. m., making about 
200 miles of ocean travel, and a most de- 
lightful trip it was. 
Whei^ we left New 
York the weather was very warm, but 
we were not out on the sea very long be- 
fore we made good use of our over- 
coats. 


Block Island is about 200 miles from 
New York and entirely surrounded by 
water. 
The island is about seven miles 
long and four miles wide; it is a bleak, 
barren place—not a tree or shrub upon 
it. 
The soil is hardly fit for anything, 
being mostly rock and very

effort is being made to decorate the 
place. It is, however, a delightful point 
for a summer resort, with a beautiful 
beach, daily crowded with bathers of all 
ages and sexes. 
We took our daily bath 
at 11 o'clock, and no matter how chilly 
the atmosphere, everyone, from the ro- 
bust man to the delicate lady, were found 
every morning enjoying their ocean 
bath, many little children, some not 
more than a few years old, being found 
among the number. Our party being 
rather jolly, it did not take us very long 
to get acquainted with the rest of the 
people stopping at the Pequot house, 
where wo were ensconced. 
On Sunday 
oiur gifted, good-natured and accommo- 
dating friend, Mr. John Mohr, gave us 
a little music on the piano, playing as he 
can only play. It was not very long 
before he had everybody in the house in 
the very best of humor. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Fox favored the company with several 
pleasing songs, and other parties, whom 
we met at the hotel, notably the Misses 
Meyon, of Cleveland, also sang some 
beautiful 
selections, 
making a very 
pleasant Sabbath and evening entertain- 
ment. 


The ladies were so delighted with Mr. 
Mehr and his music that they succeeded 
in arranging a dance for Monday even- 
ing, to which Mr. M. only too glad- 
ly consented. 
Messrs. 
Breen and 
Walsh were selected as flooi man- 
agers and to make 
the necessary 
arrangements for the party, which they 
did to the satisfaction of everyone, con- 
tributing to us another very delightful 
entertainment for that evening. 


On Wednesday we had a fishing party. 
A steam yacht owned by Capt. Donaldson 
was chartered for the occasion and he 
promised to give ns all the fun we wanted 
or charge nothing for-iihe boat. We 
started about 8 a. m. The sea was very 
heavy, and after going about ten miles 
out into the ocean we stopped where 
but the day before a party caught 400 
mackerel. 
No amount of persuasion 
(which by the way is throwing feed of 
some kind overboard) could make the 
mackerel come up, so that after several 
efforts at mackerel fishing we abandoned 
it for cod fishing. The sport is pursued 
in very deep water and certain places. 
After about ten miles more of a ride we 
came to the cod fishing water, where we 
again cast anchor and here a different 
bait and line was used. 
For mackerel 
fishing an ordinary line with an ordinary 
bass hook is used, the bait being a piece 
of salt mackerel. 
The line is thrown 
over the side of the boat with a very 
light sinker and is expected to float on 
the top of the water where mackerel are 
always caught. 
Ood fishing, however, 
is entirely different. 
The hook is a very 
large one. 
The line is about an eighth 
of an inch thick and is very long, with a 
very large sinker. 
The place we were 
fishing was 102 feet deep aud the line 
must reach this depth as cod fish live 
and have their being at the bottom of 
the ocean, down among the rooks. Oar 
success in ood fishing was, however, not 
much better than the mackerel line, so 
that after about an hour's work we came 
to the conclusion that we could not make 
anything at the fishing business. 
Capt. 
Dodge had promised us an entertain- 
ment and right well did he keep that 
promise, for the next fish on the pro- 
gram proved to be to all of us the most 
eventful and exciting pastime. 
This 
was shark and sword fishing. I wish 
could describe to your readers the 
pleasure and excitement of this sort of 
pastime. 
I do not remember of ever 
having read about this method of catch- 
ing fish and I am sure I have never 
heard anyone tell about it. 
While it 
may not be new to most of your readers 
it surely was to our party. 
At tho bow 
of the boat and projecting out about 
fifteen feet is a plank sixteen feet wide. 
On the outer end of this plank is an iron 
rail about three feet high open on the 
side towards the boat so as to admit a 
person and just large enough for a man 
to stand. 
Into this aparture Oapt. 
Dodge took his place. 
High up en one 
of the masta, where he oould get a good 
view, another man was placed wliose 
bnsintsas it was to be on the lookout for 
sharka or sword 
fish. A young man 
they called Henry, not over sixteen 
years of age, was at the wheel. 
Henry, 
although he had never been off of Block 
island except to go on the ocean, and 
knew nothing of the busy world beyond 
was nevertheless an expert when it came 
to handling a boat, never failing to be just 
where he was wanted. It was only 
little while before the man aloft sang 


out that to the rght of ns about 300 
yards was a large fish after a school of 
mackerel. 
Casting onr eyes in that di- 
rection we saw a huge fish plotting rap- 
idly through the water, with thousands 
of small mackerel leaping out of the 
ocean, resembling almost a flock of 
birds. 
The boat was instantly headed 
for the scene of the disturbance. 
Cap- 
tain Dodge stood ready with spear in 
hand, to which was attached a half-inch 
rope, 300 feet long. 
One end was tied 
around a barrel. The man aloft gave 
all commands, which were repeated by 
Henry, who was at the wheel, and to 
whose unerring execution of those com- 
mands was largely due the success of 
the enterprise. 
Slowly and cautiously 
we went to where the fish was last seen, 
and were soon rewarded by seeing him 
come up in another direction, about 200 
yards off. 
This time he was kept in 
sight until he crossed just in front of 
and right under where Captain Dodge 
stood ready, with spear, to secure him. 
Just as he darted past the boat, with an 
aim as unerring as ever hunter sped a 
ball from his rifle. Captain Dodge sent 
his spear into the body of the fish. Out 
went the rope, and little Henry threw 
the barrel, to which it was attached, 
overboard. 
Off went the fish with the 
barrel, and in less time than it takes me 
to write it, Henry was in a little row 
boat after it. It was but a little while 
before Henry had the barrel in the boat, 
and then began the task of landing the 
fish. 
A little fellow in a little boat, out 
on a turbulent sea, as cool and fearless 
as if on land, and knowing just what to 
do, carefully draws in his rope. 
Each 
moment nearer comes the fish, until at 
l&st he has the monster alongside of the 
boat, and then, with the assistance of a 
hook, in a moment more has him floun- 
dering on the bottom of the canoe. 
This fish proved to be a bill fish, meas- 
uring six feet and eight inches from the 
end of bill to tail, and weighing about 
seventy-five pounds. (I don't want Hen- 
ry Graffe to tell me any more how it 
makes him sweat to puil in a fourteen- 
ounce bass.) 
The next fish caught was 
of the same kind, only about twice as 
large. 
This one was hauled in from the 
b o a t , and all of n s had a chance to try 
our muscle. 
Mohr and Fox can tell you 
how it feels to haul in a 125-pound fish. 
The next fish we chased around about 
an hour proved to be a sword fish, but 
he got away from us, pulling the har- 
"poon out of his body. By this time it 
was so late we had to return home. 
I 
am sure our party will always remember 
that fishing trip. 
On Thursday we took 
a drive arou'^d Block Island, visiting the 
cliffs, light house, life saving station and 
many other places of interest. 


Friday morning we left with regret the 
little island in the sea, where we spent a 
very pleasant week, and made many new 
friends. 
We went from Block Island to 
Newport, airiving there about 10:30 a. 
m. 
We expected to stay in Newport 
over Sunday, but found, upon our ar- 
rival there that it was impossible to se- 
cure rooms, this being the most fashion- 
able summer resort in the country. 
It 
is here that the Vanderbilts and Astors, 
and all the great monied men of the 
country, have their summer homes, and 
it Rureiy is one of the most beautiful 
laces in the land. 
There are hundreds 
of magnificent homes here. 
One of the 
Vanderbilts, 
I 
am 
told, 
bought 
place 
here, 
paying 
$400,000 
foritanc expending $300,000 more The 
dining-room alone cost $80,000. The 
town of Newport proper is an old, quaint 
city; most of the streets are not over 
fifteen feet wide and some of the side- 
walks beit g not over two feet wide. It 
is, however, a beautiful place and the 
aarty left it with regrets. Mr. and Mrs. 
Breen returned to Block Island to spend 
another week, and Mr. Waish left for 
Boston and will rejoin us here on Mon- 
day. 
We left Newport Friday evening 
at 10:80 o'clock, on the steamer Pilgrim.

Hanger n'oni Electric Lights. 


While our knowledge of the phe- 
nomena caused in the human body by 
electricity is not inconsiderable, we 
know compai-ativoly little regarding 
death froni ehictric shock. 
We find 
that practical electricians recognize a 
marked difference in the susceptibility 
of the different persons to electricity, 
and only employ men to work iipon the 
electric light who after trial are found 
to be not shocked i)y the ordinary man- 
ipulations whit-h aro deemeil entiri^ly 
safe. 
At the inquest upon a recent 
fatal case, a workman was brought be- 
fore the jury who had served a circuit 
of forty-eip;ht 
lamps, possessing an 
electric force of owr 2,000 volts. Al- 
though made insensible by the shock 
and fastened by mnseular spasm to the 
wire, he was rescued by his comrades. 
The length of time that he was sul>- 
jectetl to this tremendous shock, which 
was not only the primary current Imt 
the current of reaction as well, was 
several minutes, 
lie recovered con- 
sciousness very soon, and although his 
hands were severely burned he made a 
frood recovery.—

pathetic a story, that the people be 
came very much interested, and raised 
so many protests against the destruc- 
tion of the tree, that the selectmen 
changed their minds. • It still stands 
and thrives.

MAST MABBIAGE CUSTOUCS» 


Rite» Observed Among the Aboriginals ai 
India. 


tNew Orleans TimeB-Demoorat.] 
There is not one but many marriage 
customs in India. 
The Hindoos are di- 
vided chiefly into three great sects, but 
there are many sub-sects, and the mar- 
riage customs of these sects and sub- 
sects, although agreeing in the main, 
differ in many particulars. 
Besides the 
Hindoos there are Buddhists, Janis, 
Sikhs, Mohammedans, and aborigines 
in India, and the marriage customs of 
all these religious denominations greatly 
differ. 
Among the aborigines, again, 
there are several distinct rites, and 
their marriage rites do not resemble 
each other except in some insignificanl 
particulars. 


According to the latest census, whicli 
was taken in 1881, there are 54,240,085 
married males and 54,588,229 marriecl 
females; 5,678,382 widowers and 20,- 
872,605 widows, while there are 56,- 
218,624 single males and 30,049,333 
single females. 


In India the married life of the peo- 
ple is, on the whole, happy. 
There 
are in this country remarkable in- 
stances of mutual attachment between 
husband and wife, which, I should 
think, are without parallel in Europe 
or America. 
According to the Hindoo 
notion, the husband is the woman's de- 
vota, or deity, to be worshiped. 
This 
notion is to this day largely prevalent, 
and almost divine reverence is paid by 
many an Indian wife to her husband. 
The devotion on the part of the wife 
has made many Indian husbands deeply 
attached to their partners, although 
they might not be their husband's ideals 
in every respect. 
There are Indian 
women who will never think ill of their 
husbands, even if they are reprobates 
and men of the most abandoned char- 
acter, for they honestly believe it to be 
a part of their religious duty to love 
and obey their husbands under all cir- 
cumstances. 
Now this firm and strong 
attachment of the Indian wife has con- 
verted many a reprobate husband and 
made him as strongly attached to his 
wife. The young men of the period 
who have been educated in the English 
universities are showing a tendency 
toward introducing the Western cus- 
tom of courtship before marriage. The 
Parsees, a small people who inhabit 
the Western Presidency of India, have 
already largely adopted the custom, 
and marriage is now seldom performed 
among the rising generation of this 
community 
without the preliminary 
process of courtship 
being 
gone 
through. 
But the older generation oi 
Parsees are loudly complaining against 
the innovation and condemning it as 
not only productive of no good, but 
positively mischievous and even bane- 
ful. In Bengal, too, a party of reform- 
ers, consisting chiefly of young men, 
are also in great favor of the practice 
of courtship, but they do not think it 
advisable to allow grown up girls to 
mix freely with any and every young 
man with a view to select one to marry. 
I do not think India, intensely conserv- 
ative as it is, will ever introduce court- 
ship as it prevails in the Western coun- 
tries, but will surely have something 
like it, for it is impossible that as edu- 
cation progresses our men and women 
will submit to marry without knowing 
something about each other. 


Practically there is no divorce among 
the Indians, although it is allowed by 
the law of the land in the case of the 
husband. 
The Hindoo husband can di- 
vorce his wife for any sufficient reason, 
but no Hindoo wife can divorce her hus- 
band on any ground whatever. The 
Hindoo law of the days of yore has 
been kept intact by the British till this 
day. 
In cases in which the wife provea 
faithless to her hxTsband the latter does 
not think it consonant with his ideas of 
social respectability to go to law, but 
to settle the matter out of court, either 
by pardoning the guilty wife or sending 
her off to her father's or brother's 
house. 
As to the chastity of woman is 
attached an extraordinary amount of 
value, no Hindoo would on any account 
like that his wife or any other female 
relative should be subjected to public 
criticism for any of their misdeeds. 
The feeling against legal divorce of a 
wife is intensely strong among the 
Hindoo population, and there has been, 
I believe, not a single instance of such 
divorce. But some time ago a civil 
marriage act was enacted, and accord- 
ing to it divorce is legal, but as yet no 
instance of divorce has occurred among 
the couples married according to this 
new act.
